W hy They Do Not Get C arried Away 
O ut Into Deep W ater*. 
If you watch a school of minnows In 
.»ome stream that ha» a strong ami 
swift current you will see thut they 
always head upstream. 
The reason 
t» plain. 
Only by constantly swim­ 
ming against the current can the brook 
tish remain a brook tlHh and not tlnal- 
!y be carried out to sen, as the brook 
empties Into a river, and the river 
empties Into the ocean. 
But we can­ 
not suppose thut the brook tish knows 
that this will happen if It weakly al­ 
lows the Htrvnm to carry it along. The 
young minnow is born with tho in­ 
stinct to resist tho flow of tho brook. 
The most natural supposition would 
tie that tho Instinct amounts to a ten­ 
dency to push against the pressure 
of the water, but experiments have 
shown that it Is not tho sense of 
touch, but the sense of sight that 
plays the important part. The instinct 
of the brook Ush Is not to swliu ug»ii»it 
the current, but to keep near the same 
"scenery" on the banks or bottom of 
the stream. 
The experiments that proved this 
were performed some years ago by 
Professor K. 1*. Lyon. 
Ho put some 
little flsh Into n bottle tilled with wa* 
tet and corked the bottle, which he 
then placed in an aquarium, whose 
»ides had seaweed upon them. When 
he moved the bottle along by tho wall 
all the flsh crowded to the hinder end 
of the bottle. Of course there was uo 
current In the bottle. 
The tish were 
trying to keep alongside that part of 
the seaweed covered wall that was op 
jmsito them before the bottle wa# 
move« I. 
In another experiment the professor 
reversed the conditions. 
He made a 
wooden box with wire netting at each 
end. 
Its bottom he covered with sand 
and Its inner aide« with seaweed. Then 
he put the tish into this box and plac­ 
ed it in u stream. 
As long ns the box 
was kept still the tish headed against 
tho current, but as soon as the box 
was allowed to float away in the 
stream the flsh Inside It swam in any 
direction. 
While the box was still the 
flsh. unless they made head against 
the stream, were carried along past 
their landmarks on the sides nnd bot­ 
tom of the box. 
But when the box 
floated along with them they carried 
their landmarks with them, nnd so 
they made no opposition to being 
swept along by the stream.—Youth’s 
Companion.

Why They Do Not Get Carried Away 
Out Into Deep Waters. 
lf you watch a school of minnows lit 
Mime stream flint him a strong aud 
M vv lf I current you will set* th a t they 
always bead upstream. 
Tin* reason 
ut plain. 
Only by constantly sw im ­ 
ming against the current can the brool; 
fish remain a brook fish and not final­ 
ly be carried out to sen, as the brook 
em pties Into a river, and lite river 
empties Into the ocean. 
But we can­ 
not suppose tim I the brook fish knows 
that this will happen if It weakly al­ 
lows tho stream to curry It along. The 
young minnow Is born with tho in­ 
stinct to resist the flow of the brook. 
The most natural supposition would 
fie that the instinct amounts to a ten­ 
dency to push against the pressure 
of the water, but experim ents have 
shown that it Is not tho sense of 
touch, but the sense of sight that 
plays the important part. Tile instinct 
of the brook fish is not to sw im uglified 
the current, but to keep near the sam e 
"scenery" on the bunks or bottom of 
tho stream. 
The experim ents that proved this 
were performed some year* ago by 
Professor E. P. Lyon. 
Ile put some 
little fish Into a bottle filled with s i ­ 
te! and corked the tattle, which he 
then placed in un aquarium, whose 
tides had seaweed upon them. 
When 
he moved the bottle along by the wall 
all the fish crowded to the hinder end 
of tho bottle. 
Of course there was uo | 
current in the bottle.

As long na the box 
was kept still the fish headed against 
the current, but as *kku as the box 
was allowed to float away In the 
stream the fish inside It awarn in any 
direction. 
W hila the box was still the 
fish, unless they made head against 
the stream, were carried along past 
their landmarks on the sides and bot­ 
tom of tim box. 
But when the box 
floated along with them they carried 
their landm arks with them, and so
